You Us is about the same size as Un­ 
earth, is somewhat closer to the sun 
and has more atmosphere than the 
earth. 
When the earth and Venus are 
nearest together they are, of eourse, on 
the sa m e side o! the sun. and in copse 
queuce of this the earth does not set: 
mure than a very small part of the 
Venn* illuminated, but Venus, on the 
other ha ml. sees alt ot one side of the 
earth illuminated and consequently is 
able to claim she has somethin.; that 
takes the place o f a moon any how, for 
tire earth to Venus at this time looks 
very large and bright, almost as much 
so as our moon does to us. 
It we eottkl see all the illuminated 
surface of Venus on these occasions 
w*e should have quit« * a distinct sec­ 
ond moon. 
When wo do see all of iter 
Illuminated surface sin* is on the op 
posite side of tin* sun froth us ami co n­ 
sequently at an enormous distance, y et 
she is so militant as to keep us from 
seeing her surface distinctly . 
But to our own moon we a ppear In 
the best llglil as a moon 
A full earth 
as seen from tin* moon, according to 
Professor Todd and other astronomers, 
Is a very inspiring sight on Ihe moon's 
surface. 
It can at mu-e he seen why 
this is necessarily true. 
The earth is 
several times target* than the moon 
and would appear in the heaven* ¡is a 
disk about fourteen times the size of 
the moon
